The case was one of the most remari-
able suits ever to come up in New
York City. A United States Senator.

of the United States IExpress Company,
g vrandfiather, the father of adualt sons,
the busband of a second wife whom he
murried five yvears ago—such a man be-
fne sued for divorce by a woman who
claims to have secretly married him
nearly seven years ago. The woman
who brousht this astoundine action is
Mrs, Mae C. Wood, or Wood-I"latt, as
she calls herself. The defendant was
Thomas Collier Platt, for decades the
nolitical boss of the great State of New
York and now representing that eom-

Mrs, Wood, who was herself divoreed
by Albert Wood years azo, bezan her
guit for a divorce from Senator PPlatt
on the ground of his marriaze to Mrs.

can be homesteaded at practically no
cost. For the man who can airrange to
pay a small sum each yvear in 10 an-
nual nstallments there are great pro-
jeets that have been undertaken by the

there 1s anotiber large olass of those
who wish to own a small section of
cround that they can call their own,
and this elass is composced of wmen who
cannot afford to drop all of their pres-
ent affairs and take up their residence
for dive years in i new country, as
would be necessary if they cither ace-
quired a bhomestead on the praivie or
obtain land that is irrvigated by the
covermment. For all sucli there is what
known as the “Carey act™ lands.

The Carey act provides for the seg-
regation of 1,000,600 acres of arid land
in a State. This land is to be sold
for not to exceed 50 cents an acre and
is to be irrigated by private compa-
nies. 1un order to obtain water rights
ifor this Jand it is necessary for the
seitior to enter into a contract with
the company that dees the irrigating
and to azree to pay 4 certain amount
a year in easy installments. This is
from S5 to §1 a4 year for each aere, as
a rule. When the entire amount has
boen paid the irrigating system passes
into the cwnership of those who have
acquired the \&';!Ivl‘ rizhts,

Oue of the most interesting things
about the Carey act is that under its
provisions ouly a short reshilence is
pecessary id o teacher, professional
man or capitalist can spemd a short
vacation on the  ground. make the
small pavment required and obtain ti-
tle. In Wyoming, where the Big Horn
idasin Development Company has just
thrown open 245000 acres for settle-
ment. 1 residence of 30 days is all that
IS required.
